Mr. Speaker, 


W 2s ſent unto by the King on Friday laſt, ro 

dc fire the Parliament to give way to Him to 
Þ ce His Children; and that they might for 

char purpoſe be ſent co Him : If I may be bold 
humbly to offer my Opinion, [Þ think the allow- 
\ ance of ſuch atbing may be without the leaſt pre- 
| judice to the Kingdom, and yet gain more upon 
His Majeſty then denying it, and if ic be in the 
prayers of every good man, That His heart may 
| be gained, the performance of ſuch civilities to 
' Himis very ſutable ro cthole Deſires, and will hear 
| well withall men, who (if they can imagine it to 
be their own caſe) cannot but be ſorry, it His Ma- 
jeſties narural affeQions to His Children , in fo 
ſmall a thing ſhould not be complyed with, and 
' if any queſtion ſhould be concerning the aſſurance * 
of their return, I ſhall ingage for their return with- 
in whattimethe Parli:menr ſhall limit. 

Upon this occafion give me leave, I beſeech 
you.to take notice of ſome Reports ſpread abroad, 
as if my ſelf and the Officers of rhe Army were up- 
on fome underhand Contra& or Bargain with the 
King ; and from thence occaſton is raken to ſlan- 
der our Integrities, and endeavor a iniſunderſtand- 
| Ing berwixt the Parliament and their Army, the 
fidelity of which to the Parliament and KirgJom, 
and their affection to ir,are the great objects of ma- 
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ny mens Envies, becauſe they ſce nothing ſd likely 
to ſettle Right and Freedom , 'with Truth and 
Peace to us and poſteitty,6& to hinder their Defigns 
againſt che ſame, as an Harmony or good accord *' 
berween the Parliament and Army, which is the | 
joy of good men, and it ſhall be our ſtudy ro 
preſerve againſt all Defigns and Deſigners ro the 
CONtrary. 4:1 
To prevent therefore all miſunderſtandings of: ' 
that:kinde, I thought fic with all clearneſs ro de-; 
clare unro you , That we have done nothing, nor 
{hall do any thing which we defire to hide from: | 

you or the world, or ſhall nor avow to the faces of 

our greateſt Adverſarics. | 
;, Our Defires concerning a juſt conſideration and 
. fetthement of the Kings Rights (His Majeſty firſt 
giving His concurrence to fettle and ſecure the | 
Righrs and Liberties-of rhe Kingdom) We have . 
already publiquely declared in our Repreſentation !' 
and Remonſtrance, Since the fiiſt of thoſe Papers 
jient to the Parliament, there have been ſeveral Of 
ficers of the Army upon ſeveral occafions ſent ro. | 

Nis Majeſty, the fi:ſt ro preſent ro Hima copy of 
te Repreſentation , and #fcerthir ſome others to | 
cender Him a copy of the Remoriſtrance , upon 
both which, the Officers ſent wete appointed to 
cicarthe ſence and intention of any thing in either 
Paper, whe:cupon His Majefty might make any 
queſtion. Since then, there have alſo been ſome * 
Othcers at ſeveral times fent to His Majeſty about 
His :

His remove from Hatfeld, to difſwade (if poſſibly) 
from Windſor or any vlace ſo net London, ro ſome 
place of further diſtince, an'werable to what we 
had defired of the Parliament. 

In all which addrefles ro His Mij:ſty, We care 
not who knows what hath been faid or done; - for 
as We havenorhing to bargain for or to ask,either 
from His Majeſty or the Parliament, for advantage 
to our ſelves, or any particular party or intereſt of 
our own; {oin all thoſe Addreſſes to His Majeſty 
We have utterly diſclaimed and diſavowed any 
ſuch thing, or any Overtures or Thoughes tending 
that way ; But the onely intent an1 cffeR of thoſe 
our Addreſſes hath been, to defire and endeayor 
His Majeſties free concurrence with the Parliu- 
ment, for eſtabliſhing and ſecuring the common 
Rizhis and Liberties, and fertling the peace of the 
Kingdom z ai:d to afſure Him, Thar (the Publique 
being fo provided forgwithſuch-His Majeſt:es con-

ſhou'd be our defires and endeavor, Thc (with, 
and. in {uch ſ{crtlino of rhe Publique) the Rights of 
His Maj: ftizs R 1y2l Fami y ſhowd be alfo provi- 
ded for,ſo as a1:{ting Peace and Agreement might - 
be {erried in this Nation: (And thar, as We had 
publiq::ely declared for the ſame in general terms,

lique: and in the mean time, That Hi. Majeſty 
ſhould fi:de all perforal civilities and reſpects 


from us, witn all reaſonab'e freedom that mighr 
ſt:ind with ſafety,and with che truſt or charge lying 


upon us concerning His Perſon. 

You have here the utmoſt ſum of whar harh 
pi{s'd from 11s ro His Majeſty; and We could wiſh 
a'l men did r:ghtly underſtand (without miſrepre- 


ſentations) every particular wherein (as We: know 

nothing not agreeable ro Reaſon, Juſtice, Hon«ſty 
or Conſcience, fo) We thought our ſelves con- : 
cerned the rather to ſay and do, as We have to- | 
wards His Majeſty ſince He came within our quar- | 


rers, becauſe of thoſe common prejudices ſuggeſt- 
ed againſt us, as it We were utter Enemies to Mo- 
narchy, and all Civil Order or Government. 


And for that particular of the Duke of &ichmond 
and the Two Chapleins larely permitted to attend ' 


His Majeſty, It was nor done withour much reiu- 
Qancy, becauſe therein We doubred We might be 
miſunderſtood by the Kingdoms beft friends. 


Bur upon His Majeſties continuing importunity 
for it (as a thing very nearly concerning His pre- 


ſent inward and outward contentment; and con- 
ceiving thoſe perſons ſuch (as we hoped) would 
not do ill offices to prejudice the Peace of the 
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Kingdom, Wedid give way to it, and the perſons Fl

; Honorable and Prudenr way : And in all things (as 
' the Repreſentation and Remonſtrance of the Ar- 
' my doth expreſs) We think that render, equitable 
and moderate dealing, both rowards His Majeſty, 
His Royal Family, and His late party (fo far as 
may ſtand with fafety tothe Kingdom , and ſecu- 
- rity to our common Rights and Liberties) is rhe 
' moſt hopeful courſe ro take away rhe ſceds of 
War or furure Feuds amongſt us for poſterity, and 
ro procure a laſting Peace and Agreement in this 
now diſtracted Nation ; To the effeing and let-

ſuch good Laws as may-duely and readily render 
to every man their juſt;Rights and Liberties : 
And forthe obtaining of theſe, not onely our in-. 
tentions had-led us to, but wethiak that all the 
Blood, Treaſure and Labour ſpent in this War, 
was for the accompliſhing thoſe very things: 
whichz,are.,of that,,concernment-both; to our 
{elyes,and poſterity, thatneither we nor they can 
live comfortably without them, and thereof we 
hope your ſelves will haye the ſame ſenſe ,, and 
therefore improve your intereſt for the dbtain- 
wg, our, juſt Deſires,n- the Propoſals now ſent 
yato the Parliament, z; which being granted; and 
we ſecured from the danger of a War, we ſhall 
proceed with cheerfulnefle to the Treaty , and 
* doubt nytina ſhort time to ſee an;happie- Con=
